as he recognized the officer, jumped as if 
frightened, imd ran aeros,s the room 
toward hi i gun. Mr. Anderson followed 
him, and had just gained hold of his cloth- 
ing, when Mosely wrenched himself free 
and tippc d a table heavily loaded with 
.lishes toward his pursuer. 3Jc then ran 
to anothei room, but was finally captured 
after a ha/d fight by the two officers. All 
during the affair not a word was said by 
any of the men until Officer Tarrett called 
to ; Jir. A uderson to put on the handcuffa 
as Mosely was biting his finders severely. 


Mr. Anderson tried at that time to have 


Mosley committed to tho asylum again 
lor insanity, but the judge declared him 
to be sane, and so he was tried for cruelty 
to his anil lals. It was shown in the trial 
that he h: d cut a gash about eight inches 
long at the side of his horse's mouth with 
an ax, am then driven the animal with 
the 
bit 
in the wound. 
It was 


also shown tliafc 
he 
had 
soaked a 


rooster 
in 
kerosene 
and 
burned 


it alive. 
His thoroughly vicious na- 


tuie was shown by his defense when he 
said that lie didn't want the rooster any 
more and "bought burning a. good method 
of killiug it. 
Mr. Anderson say& that 


Mosely talked rationally after his arrest, 
but that he seemed to be crazed when he 
fir.it saw the officers. 
His first thought 


was to get at his gun and shoot, with no 
regard for the consequences. 
After the 


trial ior ci ue!ty was over, Mr. Anderson 
talked wita Mosely and urged him to give 
up the habit of carrying his gun and he 
said that h e would, 


"When Mr. Anderson went to the place 


to arrest lUosely the people of the village 
warned hi;u to be exceedingly cautious, as. 
the man was dangerous. 
He seemed to , 


have established almost a reisjn of terror 
in the villi ge, and everyone was afraid of 
him. 
He was even more tied to his shot- 


gun than ii the-editor in "A Black Sheep," 
which character has alwi'yd been consid- 
ered a lau£ hable exaggeration. He never 
went any v. here without it, and even in 
the house carried it rauch oi the time. As 
au illustration of this, his neighbors say 
that once in driving- a load ot barrels, one 
of which le\l to the ground, he would not 
go back pndpickit up, a distance ot 20 
feet, without taking- his grn from tho top 
of tiie load and carrying it with him. He 
was in the habit of brandishing his 
weapon ri'ther freely, but always had a 
fidrly plai'sible excuse for his actions. 
Once he ra a into a neighbor's yard wav- 
ing his gnu about in a. very alarming 
manner, and when questioned as to the 
reason, said he wa'i carrying his gun to 
shoot haw is, and that he ran into the 
yard think nr>- he saw a fire there. Ho 
had been considered dangerous by all who 
knew him, from his mania for gun-carry- 
ing, and for his frenzy when at all ex- 
cited. Las, fall he attacked a man in 
West Granville lor no apparent cause, 
beating hiijijseverely in a rage, which was 
satisfied on'y with physical attack. 


Chicago, Oct. 19.—George M. Pullman 


died suddenly of heart disease at 5 o'clock 
this morning;. Mr, Pullman's death oc- 
curred in his magnificent brown stone 
home at the corner of Prairie avenue and 
Eighteenth street, where he has resided 
for many years.

through the servants of Mr. Pullman's 
indisposition, Kev. Dr. Charles H. Eaton 
of Xew York, an intimate friend of the 
Pullman family and who was visiting 
at their home, went hurriedly into the 
sick man's bed chamber. 


Mr. Pullman rapidly grew worse and a 


second message was sent to Dr. Billings, 
but before the dootor could reach the 
house Mr. Pullman had died. Mrs. Pull- 
man, who was in New York, was imme- 
diately telegraphed-for and is now on her 
way to Chicago.

step in the direction of municipal owner- 
ship of electric lighting plants in Chicago 
was taken by the city council last night 
at the instance of Mayor Harrison. An 
appropriation of 3150,000 was ordained 
and the comptroller authorized to use it 
in extending the city's electric lighting 
service.

Prisoner Expressed Confidence 


of Being Acquitted. 


Chicago, Oct. 15.—Just before the hands 


on the dial of the courtroom clock indi- 
cated the hour of four, Mr. Donoen rested 
his elbow on the rail before the jurors in 
the Luetgert case Monday and said: 
"Gentlemen, it has been said that As- 
sistant State Attorney McEwan did not 
ask the infliction of the death penalty 
this is true. I don't think it is usually 
Vithin the province of a state attorney 
to ask a jury to return such a vcidici; 
but this crime is so heinous, so cruel, sc 
wanton, that I led perfectly justified ir 
asking: at your hands the extreme pen. 
alty of tlhe law in the case of Adolph 
Liietgcrt." 


The judge granted a recess and the 


Jury left the room. Lvetgert sot up ano 
went out also J or a drink of water. In 1C 
minutes the jury returned. Judge Tut- 
ihill swung- around in his chair until lu 
faced the jury and, deliberately pi< king 
up his notes on tho charge, he began 
their reading. 


Judge Tnthltl's Charge. 


Judge Tuthlll instructed the jury a: 


follows: "Befoie conviction can be haa 
in the case the state must prove bcyonc. 
a reasonable doubt and to a, moral cer- 
tainty first, that Louisa 
Luetgert is 


dead; second, that ghe came to her deatl, 
on the 1st of May, 1897, in tho coumy ol 
Cook, state of Illinois; third, that 
Adolph L. Luetgert, the defendant, wil- 
fully, maliciously, feloniously and o! 
malaee aforethought killed and mur- 
dered the said Louisa Luetgert by som« 
of the various means charged in the in- 
dictment, or by means unknown. The 
burden of proof rests upon the prosecu 
tion to make out and prove to the satis» 
faction of the jury beyond all reasonable 
doubt every material allegation in th< 
ittdUctmen-t; and unless that has beor 
done the jury should find the defendan 
cot guilty. It is not incumbent upon th< 
defendant to-prove that Louisa Luetger; 
Is alive, or her whereabouts, or what be 
came of her. If it is possible for you tt 
reconcile the facts In this case upon anj 
reasonable theory consistent with th< 
Innocence of the defendant, it is you! 
duty to-do-so and find, him not guilty. 


"Toil are instructed, as a matter o! 


law, thafif you believe-from the cvidenci 
beyond a reason-able doubt that the de- 
fendant assaulted ami killed 
Loni^j 


Luetgert as charged 
under circuni. 


etancesr-showilng: no considerable provo- 
cation, but showing an abandoned am 
;maljgnant lieart on the part of the de- 
fendant and a total disregard of humai 
ll£e, then the law pronounces such kill. 
Ing- to be murder, and a jury should s< 
find. It matters not that such evident* 
Is circumstantial, or made up from fact; 
and circumstances, provided the jurj 
believe that such facts and circum- 
stances pototing to the defendant's g-uil! 
have been proved so that from, a con. 
si'deration of all the evidence in the case 
tliei-a is-no.reagona.ble doubt in the mind 
of the jury as to the g-uilt of the defen- 
dant. Direct and positive testimony is 
not necessary to prove tlie intent; it 
may be anferred.fcom facts and circum- 
stances- shown, by the evidence. 


"No man maybe convicted of a crime 


until what fe known as the-corpus delicti 
liae-been established by the prosecution; 
and unless you are convinced by the evi- 
dence in tile ease, beyond a reasonable 
doubt, that Louisa Luetgert died at the 
.time charged in the indictment, and 
also llheit she cajne to her death in xn&n- 
ner and form as charged in the indict- 
ment, inxsuch case.it is your duty to ac- 
quit the defendant. To prove the corpus 
delicti the state is required to produce 
only sudi'legal evidence as establishes in 
the mind ctf-thc jury, beyond a reasonable 
doubt, a conviction that the murder 
charged in the indictment has been, in 
fact, committed in manner and form as 
Charged, and that the defendant is 
g-tiilty of Its commission; tnd it matters 
not If the proof of suoh corpus delicti con- 
sists in whole or in part of circumstan* 
tial evidence, provided it is sufficient to 
satisfy the minds of the jurors beyond 
a reasonable doubt of the commission of 
the offense charged. 


"WhHe-the statute of the state provider 
that at person charged with crime may 
testify In his own behalf, he is not under 
any obligations-to do«ov and the statute 
expressly declares that his neglect to 
testify shall not create any presumption 
against him." 


Silence as still as death pervaded the 


packed room while the judge was read- 
ing- his instructions. His voice -u as clear 
and s-fcrong, and even the throng which 
was wedged into the corridor outside 
heard every word. When Judge Tuthill 
ceased reading and reached for the dlf- 
ferenr forms of verdict that had been 
prepared, there was a, movement in the 
courtroom. 


Men and women swayed backward 


la-nd forward, and in a minute or two 
every person dn the room was standing 
on a seat. The bailiffs did not attempt 
lo make them take their seats. Luot- 
geit sat looking- at the court %u'tli his 
eyebrows wrinkled and his face settled 
into the scowl which has marked it from 
the beginning. In a couple of minutes 
the crowd had become quiet. Then Judge 
TuUilll read the different forms o£ ver- 
fiicte, Which Included one for-murder pro- 
viding- for the death penalty, another 
fixing the penalty at life imprisonment, 
the third providing for a term o£ im- 
prisonment of not Ies3than H years, and 
the fourth was for "not guilty." A? 
Judge Tuthill finished the reading- he 
looked up at the jury and fcaid: 


"Gentlemen, you may retire and con- 


sider your verdict." 


Uproar lu tlio Courtroom. 


Immediately there was- an uproar in 


the courtroom.

of bailiffs ordering- everyone

The feeling that was strongly manifest a

The demand then on local 
labor was much greater than the supply 
and the coming of strange labor was 
unavoidable. The question of demand- 
ing 
from 
contractors the employ- 


ment of local labor exclusively is one that 
must be determined by public sentiment. 
It is one that involves a money matter. 
If local labor is to be employed exclu- 
sively, the contract price will be higher 
than if the contractor is allowed to select 
his own mon. If it is the sentiment that 
more shall be paid and local labor em- 
ployed, that sentiment will find its ex" 
pression in the public conduct of affairs, 
but it seems that the cry of economy is 
the loudest at the present time. It has 
so happened this season that the cry of 
economy and the interests of local labor 
were not conflicting, for while economy 
was served in the letting of contracts to 
the lowest bidders, there was all the work 
that local labor cared to do at the com- 
mon wage.

Berkshire Trial List. 


Th3 trial list of the October sitting of 


the Berkshire superior court will be issued 
today.

Pittsfield Preacher Divine Wears the 


Church Robe for the First Time. 


Rev. 
Isaac Chipman Smart, the schol- 


arly pastor of the South church of Pitts- 
field surprised his congregation Sunday 
morning by appearing in his pulpit in a 
gown. Few oi the congregation had ai - 
ticipated the innovation and the intro- 
duction of the gown was the subject of 
considerable after-service comment by 
the parishioners of the South church. 
The general impression was that the 
gown was an appropriate adjunct to the 
service. The standing committee of the 
church will decide upon the appropriate- 
ness of the ga.imeut, and .Rev. Mr. Smart 
will abide by their decision. 


It will be remembered that about a year 


ago Rev. Dr. Jenkins wore the gown iii 
his Portland pulpit, and caused almost a 
division of the church. 
His standing 


committee upheld him and the gown is 
still worn and the feeling against the 
garb has disappeared. 


Rev. Mr. Smart in bis church calendar 


has the following to say about the gown: 
"The black Geneva gown worn in the 
pulpit this Sunday morning is a visitor 
among us. If it is made welcome it will 
remain otherwise it will 'fold its tent like 
the Arab and as silently steal away." The 
standing committee shall decide the mat- 
ter. A word or two about the gown:—In 
the first place, it is not a priestly garment. 
Its associations are with Congregational 
and 
Presbyterian 
and other siuiilar 


churches in this country and abroad. The 
same gown is worn in courts of law nnd 
institutions of learning. The purpose O( 
it is not to be a mark of ministerial con- 
ceit or authority but to set apart the 
church as different from common build- 
'ngs and the worship from common do- 
ings. 
Many probably will notice tho 


innovation and feel the jar of it and some 
may suspect that it is the entering wedge 
of something foreign to the free spirit of 
our churches but really the smell of the 
fire of priestliness is not on the garment 
or it would never rest easy on the should- 
ers of your minister. The gown is in com- 
mon use among the churches of our faith 
and order in many of our cities and the 
uae of it is growing.

Sons of the Revolution. 


The Sons of the American Revolution 


exist no longer. It will be of interest to 
the members of the Berkshire chapter to 
learn that last week there were 27 patri- 
otic societies in the United States, socie- 
ties to which eligibility is attained by 
right of descent from revolutionary or 
colonial ancestors. On Tuesday last, two 
of the most important of these consoli- 
dated, and the Sons of the American Rev- 
olution will hereafter be known as the 
Society of the American Revolution. The 
permanent union was effected at the con- 
vention held in Cincinnati Tuesday, when 
each society met in separate convention, 
listened to the p'ana of its "conference 
committee," and then went into general 
session.

Evidence That the Soldiers was Not Try- 


ing to Avoid the Enemy. 


"I can tell almost to a certainty to 


which branch of the 
service he be- 


longed when I see an old soldier stalk- 
ing around on one leg," said Colonel 
L/amar Fontaine, of Mississippi, the 
famous Confederate scout and poet. 
"If the left leg is missing then I 'am 
pretty certain he belonged to the in- 
fantry, and i£ he is minus the right 
leg, then I feel safe in betting that he 
was a cavalryman. In either case the 
absence of the leg proves more con- 
clusively than the written record that 
the man who lost it was lighting like a 
soldier when wounded, 


"The reason the infantryman loses 


the left leg in battle is this: Infantry- 
men are drilled to place the left foot 
forward when firing in order to balance 
the body so that steadier aim can be 
taken. This naturally acts as a pro- 
tection to the right leg, which, of 
course, is more or less concealed. Con- 
sequently the bullet of the enemy is 
much move apt to find lodgement in the 
left leg than the right. Now, the cav- 
alryman uses a pistol nearly 
alto- 


gether. It is handier and less cumber- 
some. The pistol Is held in the right 
band, and this causes the cavalryman, 
when firing, to place his right foot for- 
ward. for support. In this way that 
?ide of him is much more likely to suf- 
fer than the left. 
But, as I said, either 


case is conclusive evidence to me that 
the soldiers thuf maimed were facing 
the enemy when shot. The loss of the 
leg indicates almost to a certainty that 
the sufferer was standing in military 
position and not crouching or run- 
Ding." — -St. Louis Republican.

of Larceny, 


OFFICER REAGAN'S GOOD WORK 


The Prisoner 
Had Stolen $17 in 


Money, a Bicycle Suit and a Bicy- 


cle. Had Prepared to Leave 


Town at Midnight. Capt. 


Parrow's Discovery. 


Officer Reagan made an important ar- 


rest late Monday evening when he took 
into custody J. H. Lafavour, a young man 
about24 years old. 


The officer was coming down Center 


street and his attention was attracted by 
two fellows who were scuffling at the cor- 
ner of Center and Holden street.

At the police station he 
was searched and three gold watehes and 
chains were taken from him, also a lady's 
silver watch, all of which he claimed he 
had come by honestly. 


While Lafavour was being searched his 


hat lay on a table near Captain Faro and 
as the fellow had said he came from Can- 
ada the captain raised the sweat band of 
his hat to see if there was any mark on it. 
As he did so a piece of paper fell to the 
floor. On examination it proved to be an 
express order for a bundle which was to 
be sent to Nashua, N. H. 


The officer at once suspected that the 


man intended to leave the city and with 
the order he went to the express office 
and got the bundle which contained a 
new suit of clothes, an overcoat and an- 
other suit that had been worn. 


When he returned he asked the fellow 


where he had bought the bicycle and was 
told from A. Davenport. 
He at once in- 


quired of Mr. Davenport if he had sold a 
bicycle to Lafavour and was told that he 
had not, but had rented him one which 
had not been returned. 


Accordingly a warrant charging the 


Lafavour with the larceny of a bicycle wag 
made out and later when Delour Belliveau 
arrived at the station it was found that he 
had not only been robbed of §17 but also 
of a bicycle suit. Another warrant charg- 
ing Lafavour with the larceny of the J17 
and the bicycle suit was made out. 


In court this morning both oases were 


continued one week and the defendant 
was placed under §400 'bonds. He was un 
able to obtain bail and was taken to Pitts- 
field jail. 


Lafavour had reside"! in this city about

Cuts His Throat While 


Temporarily Insane. 


WAS SUFFERING FROM ILLNESS 


Had Been Unable to Sleep for Several 


Nights. 
Rose from Bed This 


Morning and Cut His Throat 


Before His Mother's 


Eyes. 


Edgar S. Hickox, a prosperous young 


farmer of Williamstown, committed sui- 
cide this morning by cutting his throat 
with a razor while suffering from tempo- 
rary insanity caused by illness. 


Mr. Hickox had a severe attack of 


grip six years ago and had never since 
been as robust as he was before, bnt he 
called himself well and was a hard work- 
ing man. He had been ailing for a week 
or ten days past and finally Dr. Hull was 
called. 
He pronounced his trouble grip 


with bronchial complications and had 
visited the patient, three times, the last 
time being MondMy night. 


A marked characteristic of Mr. Hick- 


ox's illness was his inability to sleep. 
Sunday night his mother watched with 
him, and Monday night his wife took 
charge, but at 3.30 this morning his 
mother went in and hia wife retired to 
get a little rest. Mr. Hickox complained 
of his inability to sleep and said that 
medicine which would induce sleep must 
be procured. At a quarter past five he 
arose from his bed and opened a bureau 
drawer, but his mother did not notice 
what he took from it. He then went into 
an adjoining room and knelt down, nod 
the next thing 
Mrs. Hickox noticed 


was a profuse flow of blood. 
She 


saw that he hade it his throat and aroused 
the family. A messenger was dispatched 
in all possible haste for Dr. Hull, who ar- 
rived in about three quarters of an hour, 
but the young man was past help when 
he came. 


Medical Examiner Brown of this city 


was notified and made a view ot the body 
this morning. He found a gash across 
the throat five inches long and the right 
jugular vein had been opened, causing a 
fatal hemorrhage. He will report that 
death was caused by the cutting; of the 
throat with suicidal intent while tempor- 
arily insane. 


The news of the tragedy was a great 


shock to the people of Williamstown, 
who knew Mr. Hickox well and respected 
him highly. He was born in that town 
nearly 28 years ago and had lived there all 
his life. JHe was the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Samuel Hickox, who lived in the house 
with him on the (arm on Bee hill formerly 
owned 
by his grandfather, Samuel 


Hickox, whioh the young man bought a 
few years ago and was working hard to 
pay for. His father is a couain of ex-Sen- 
ator S. A. Hickox of South Williamstown 
and the young man was a nephew of Mrs. 
H. P. Goodrich of this city. Mr. Hickox 
was married about two years ago. He 
leaves his wife, his parents and three 
brothers to mourn his tragic and un- 
timely end.
